H.R. 12210 is a "clean bill" 
introduced 18 April, and represents 
a Subcommittee rework of H.R. <1620 
and H.R. 1519. It, too, is pending 
before the Subcommittee. To date 
no Subcommittee action is scheduled 
for the near future.

S. 990 at one time or another, I 
would ask for your particular 
close scrutiny of H.R. 12210. I 
would also ask you to review S. 990 
if you have not seen it. in its 
reported form to date.
